Subject left Greece on 12 June 1953« end arrived at Uaraeillea on 17 June 
1953* He began working there three days after hie arrival, but some time 
later tranaferred to D^e idiere, he states, he is paid only 400 francs 
per day for the farm work in which be ie en^oJM ) « He gives his address 
there as follows: •

Subject states that from Greece he bad previously written three or four 
letters to DECADAL without, however, receiving a/k*eply.

4« Referring to his former activities based on Greece, apparently in the belief 
that BGPBEFIK mainbers were fully inf onned thereof. Subject gave the following 
reaeons^cir leaving AI3 services: ^ 
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a) He wae not aXIoved to coomunlcabe with hie former Rome headquarters 
(l.e«^ with BCH’REFK); 

b) He was not allowed to luet with DECADAL or other countiyzoani 

c) The office with which he was in contact was to a large extent staffed 
by *^oriO‘"^irot8** by pro-UlHAJL07IC Jugoslav's j 

d) He was held in dlafaror because he was regarded as a BQPREPIZ 
follower; 

e) Oa 15 August 1951 he had gone on a mission to the luma region of 

AT hani a with Us countryman The individual in charge 

of supplies^ a Serb, had issflot^^Two faulty haodgrenades which 
did not fire in action, and the aommition for his SIO was defec- 
tive. FCr these reasons he received three wounds in a fire fight, 

managed to save hlnself only by using his pistol. 


5. Subject states that his sole reason for going to France was. in order to 
have the poseibility of returning to Italy to prepare^Xor further missions 
in aihMwia under the sponebrship of DECADAL and B^^KEFU. 

6. JS no further operational use is to be made of him Subject stated, he 
w4ii attend to return to Greece and froo. there go to Turkey. The Alb- 
anian refugeea in France are required to work up to l6 boure a day for 
the amallest psy, and all of them desire to return to (hreeca. 
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
